Believes W aterw ays to 
Be 
Logical 


Routes for Aerial Traffic. 


Now York, Feb. 
28 —Glenn H Cur­ 
tiss, whose recent feats with his hy­ 
d ro a e ro p la n e on San Diego bay, Cai., 
have created world wide interest, Is 
going to p rovide a new and striking 
argum ent in favor of the reop ening 
of the neglected 
w aterw ays of the 
country. 
He believes that aerop lanes 
cap able of landing on and rising from 
the w ater will ho the flying m achine 
of the future and that the w g te rw a js 
will be the logical routes for aerial 
traffic. 
Mr. Curtius contenda that it
